NEW SHIPS 


GUNS REDUCED TO 
12 JNCHES CALIBRE. 


Rugby, Yesterday. 

The Memorandum on the re- 
cent negotiations which resulted 
in a settlement of Franco-Italian 
difficulties left outstanding at the 
conclusion of the London Naval 
Treaty was presented to the House 
of Commons to-day, when the 
Naval estimates were introduced 
by the ‘first Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, Mr. A. V. Alexander. 
The bases of agreement for 
settlement provide, in regard to 
capital ships before December 
1936, a displacement of each not 
exceeding 23,338 tons and a gun 
calibre not exceeding twelve 
inches. On completion of each 
France would scrap one ship of 
the dreadnaught class. Similar- 
ly, Tlaly would scrap ap- 
proximately 16,022 tons of first 
class over age cruisers.

He went on to 
say that in no event was intrinsic 
evidence permissible. 


Another Objection. 


Mr. Jenkin waa proceeding with 
his argument that Dr. Tam’s signa- 
tuie to the cheque was in itself 
written consent to facilities being 
granted, when Mr. Potter again 
objected, claiming that the produc- 
tion of evidence to support such a 
contention rendered the . whole 
mortgage ‘deed valueless. He 
would combat such a procedure 
strongly. 

His Lordship, after a rather 
ppirited discussfon, decided to hear 
the evidence, subject to Mr. Pot- 
ter’s objaction. 

Previously, Mr. Jenkin, opening 


his case, claimed that plaintiff had | 


admitted through her counsel that 
there was consent to an overdraft 
account. He further pleaded that 
it was nat now open to plaintiff to 
say, should the fact of consent by 
counter-signature to cheques be 
established, that it was not a con- 
sent to banking facilities as speci- 
fied in the three covenants in the 
mortgage deed. Plaintiff should 
huve replied. to that point in the 
pleadings. She should have said 
at that time that this account was 
not a banking facility in the 
terms prescribed. 


Insisting. On The Point. 


“It ia obvious that under the 

rules a reply should have been filed 
alleging that if the consents alleg- 
ed to be given were denied, they 
were not consents to banking faci- 
lities as sct out in the mortgage 
deed,” he said later. 
His Lordship, after hearing Mr. 
Jenkin’s plea, said that the {issue 
was at large as to whether a writ- 
‘ten signature was a good consent 
or not. 

Mr. Jenkin insisted that it was 
not open to the plaintiff to aay that 
the signing of the cheques, refer- 
red to in the statement of defence, 
was of no avail. He wished to sub- 
mit clearly that the drawing of 
cheques upon an overdraft account: 
in the bank was a facility.

SARAWAK TRADE. 


A REVIEW OF THE PAST 
YEAR, 


; 
ii 
al 


Any review of the past year is 
bound to be coloured to a certain 
extent ‘by those ominous words 
“trade depression,” since it was 
during 1930 that the full effects 
of the general depression in trade 
were first felt. At the time of 
writing, the prices of all major 
‘agricultural products stand :on- 
siderably lower than they did 
early in 1930, and for a country 


so largely dependent on agricul- 
ture as Sarawak, this is indeed a 
serious state of affairs. Rubber, 


Jour most important product, has 


slumped, and with it the prosper- 
ity of a large section of the cem- 
munity. Incidentally, as far as 


{Malaya and the adjacent countries 


are concerned, there has of late 
years arisen an alarming tendency 
to regard the price of rubbe asa 
kind of barometer of. general pros- 
other pro- 
ducts which would not leave them 
of the vagaries of 
the rubber market whose fluctua- 
tions have always been notorious. 
In Sarawak, at any rate, we do 
not keep all our eggs in one 
basket, but at.the same time ‘far 
too large a proportion of the 
population rely entirely’ on rubber 
for their livelihood. ° If the pre- 
sent slump period has done no- 
thing else, it has at least driven 
home the foolishness of such a 
policy. It has emphasised the 
need for a diversity of products 
as opposed to a blind dependence 
on oye commodity to the exclusior 
of all else, says the Sarawak 
Gazette. 


Owing to our preoccupation with 


rtibber, we are apt to regard the 
present depression in trade 28 4 
purely local affair. This, of 
course, is not the case; it is world. 
wide, and is produced by econo- 
mic conditions beyond the control 
So wide are 
the ramifications of our modern 
industrial system that,: to take 
only one instance, Japanese com- 
petition in the cotton trade simul- 
taneously affects a number of mill 
operatives in Lancashire and the 
Melanau population ‘of the Sara- 
wak coast. 
from Manchester to ‘the Rejany 
delta, but the production of sago, 
from which size is made, has al- 
ways been the main occupation of 
the Mclanaus; thus when. cotton 
mills stand idle and the demand 
for size is reduced, these people 
have to look for some other means 
of livelihood. 
Co-Relation of Industry. 

This co-relation of industry, 
however, cuts both ways, and any 
real revival in trade in the West 
will automatically benefit the 
people of this country. . The re- 
vival, when it comes, must there- 
fore be general . throughout the 
world, iF 

This is the dark side of the pic- 
‘ture—trade depression. . On the 
bright side, we have’ the fact that 
in ite of this depression . the 
past year was one of steady pro- 
gress. 

Development’ in the administra- 
tion of the State included the es- 
tablishment of a new Government 
station at Engkilllli, a plice of 
growing importance owing to its 
position as one of the centres of 
the pepper trade; in June, 1930, 
an Assistant District Officer and 
a Field Officer from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture were perman- 
ently posted to the station. 
Rejang has been transferred to 
the contro!’ of. Sarikei, 
tralising the administration of the 
Lower Rejang. 

Sibu Rebuilt. . 

A new town of brick and con- 
crete, bullt.on thorowghly. up-to- 
date lines, has been completed at 
Sibi, and the bazaars” at Simag-' 
yang and Betong, which were des- 
troyed by fire, have now been re- 
built. Public works every where 
proceeded steadily, having receiv-, 


ed an added impetus from the j-

Unemployment Not Serious. 

Unemployment, though present, 
has not yet reached serious dimen- 
sions, and it {a gratifying to note 
that the authorities have the situa- 
tion well in hand. Schemes for 
coping with any increase of un- 
employment indicate a number of 
public works designed for the ul- 
timate benefit of the unemployed 


themselves. As an instance of 
this, the present ‘programme of 
road conatruction in the Third 
Division may be quoted. Here, 
the unemployed largely consist of 
small-holders whose gardens are 
not yet bearing, and they are em- 
ployed on making roads which will 
eventually connect their holdings 
with main trade centres and 80 
facilitate communications enor- 
mously. 

The year 1930 was a progressive 
one for the City of Drummondville, 
Quebec, the population having in-

Britain And Period OF — 
Prosperity. 


The report of the Department 
‘of Overseas Trade on Economic 
Conditions in the Argentine Re- 
public to October 31, 1930, is nub- 
lished by H.M. Stationery Office. - 

The report opens with valuable 
hints for commercial visitors to 
the Argentine. 

In view of the forthcoming Bri- 
tiah Empire Trade Exhibition — to 
be opened at Buenos Aires by the 
Prince of Wales the report is of 
considerable interest. The Ex- 
hibition -has the support of the 
British Government and of many 
of the leading firms in the major- 
ity of British industries. | 

Attention is drawn to the period 
of prosperity enjoyed by the Ar- 
gentine Republic during the first 
half of 1929. These prosperous 
conditions were not, however, con- 
tinued during the 
the period under review. 

A careful review of the finan- 
cial situation and the possibilities 
of increasing -foreign trade is 
given, and much attention is paid 
to marketing organisation and 
local representation. 

Chapter III. contains a compre- 
hensive account of production and 
industry in the Republic, begin- 
ning with agriculture and pas- 
toral production, followed by some 
particulars of the trade in ment, 
wool, and other animal products. 
Notes on petroleum production 
and on the manufacturing indus- 
tries are given at the end of “the 
chapter.

Great Britain holds the world’s 
speed records on land and sea and 
in the air. 
of this pre-eminence cannot 
direetly computed, of course, but 
that it is considerable few would 
care to deny, At any rate, it ia not 
unfair 
tive prosperity of the car, acro- 
plane, and motor-bont industries, in 
a time of general depression, may 
in part be due to the imponderable 
influence of thia prestige. 

To-day marine engines 
motor-boats form a British indus- 
try of more value and importance 
than appears to be generally recog- 
nised. It has had to hoe a longer 
row than the companion manufac- 
tures of cars and aeroplanes, how- 
ever, for the War, which did not 
nuch interfere with one, and im- 
mensely accelerated — the other, 
brought the manufacture of motor- 
boats to a complete standstill.

Of recent years the American 
girls, through the — stlpremacy of 
Mrs. Helen Wills-Moody in singles, 
have usually triumphed in their 
awn country, and in order to gain 
the lend we shall hrve to send ov: ’ 
our very best team, writes H, R. 
MeDonald in the Evening News. 

Owing to the fact that tho 
match is never staged ‘in the 
US.A. until August, the selectors 
will have the form of our players 
in the Wimbledon championships 
to guide them, but more often than 
not the selectorial mind is made 
up long before that time. This is 
rather np pity, for current form is 
the best of all data. 

Foreign Conditions. 


One of the chief things which 
has to be considered is the ability 
or otherwise of a player to repro- 
duce her best form in a strange 
country under unfamiliar condi- 
tions. Miss Betty Nuthall, who 
was passed over by the selectors 
for the Wimbledon match last 
June,’ always plays well in 
America, but other players one 
could mention have not been very 
suecessful .on U.S.A, courts. 

The heavier ball and humid at- 
mosphere are essential _condi- 
tions for hard hitters, The beauti- 
ful stylists who “stroke” the ball 
with so much success in this coun- 
try are often at a loss over there. 

Whatever the tournaments may 
reveal as regards singles form, it 
ig not really a bad idea for the 
selectors to decide upon the two 
doubles pairs they wil} need for 
the Wightman cup at the. earliest 
possible, so that the’ players can 
get plenty of practice together. - 

At the moment, and in spite of 
the number of players who are 
being tried out by the selectors, it 
rather looks as if the team * will 
have to he byilt up round Mrs. 
Holcroft Watson-and Mrs, Godfree, 
that is, providing both these play- 
ers can go to America. 

R Doubles Question. 

Uniess Mrs. Mighell finds it con-

The process, | fear, will lead, not 
to a levelling up but a levelling 
down, Our international players are 
forgetting how to score triaX\_Me- 
fence, in-recent matches, has proved 
too strong for defiance. “Spoiling” 
play is spoiling the play. 

I write In this pessimistic vein 
after witnessing that thrilling finish 
at Twickenham when England were 
winners, losers, aud savers of their 
game with Wales, all in the last five 
minutes. EF am, perhaps, an un- 
grateful curmudgeon, but, to be 
honest, once the effezt of the excite- 
ment had worn off, memory of the 
play in general left me dismally 
depressed. : 

Lack of Brains: 

The playing standard was not 
high. I would put the number of. 
absolutely first-class players on the 
field at no more than a dozen, 
judging solely by: Saturday’s form. 
‘A first-class player is one who 
knows how. to be effective in attack 
and defence. Our “moderns” secm 
to have cultivated ,defence at the 
expense of attack; either that, or 
some of them lack’ the braing to 
make themselves really thrustful, 
try-scoring footballers. 

We see too miuch of the close- 
marking, cancel-out-your-opposite- 
number stuff in the game nowadays. 
We had too much of it in the latest 
England v. Wales match. I do not 
forget the bright movements which 
led to the Welsh tries, and 1 re- 
member some splendid runs by 
Burland, Barrington, McCanlis, 
Boon, and others, but I maintain 
that the game as a whole was ruled 
in too great a degree by destructive, 
not constructive, tactice, 

Where Are Thoy? 

Where, in any of the Rugby- 
Playing countries, are the speedy, 
aggressive wing" three-quarters? 
Where have we the successors to 
auch opportunist “open” forwards 
as C. H. Pillman, Tom Voyce, and 
Joe Periton, who with half a 
chance, were always up to ecore? 
Wing three-quarters and wing for- 
wards in the “new” International 
football do not shine to the same 
extent. They are villains and vic- 
tims in one of a “safety first’ atyle 
of play, which, if persisted in, will 
make international matches scarce- 
ly worth the watching. 

The “disease” of levelling down is 
epidemic, Twickenham hag |t bad- 
ly—no score last season in the 
dullest Calcutta’. Cup match ever 
played, and now another drawn 
game between England and Wales, 
who shared twenty-two points, yet 
could score only three tries between 
them. And one solitary try was 
the complete “bag” in the France 
v. Ireland match on New Year's 
Day. ‘ 

Why cannot we have joyous 
“Harlequin” footbnil in interna- 
tional battles? Teams go all out 
to pile on the tries, risking defen- 
sive Iapses, in club games, but the 
internationals seem doomed to be 
governed by ao cautious “Teat 
match” spirit, akin to that of un- 
limited cricket. ‘ 

“Low Scoring. 

I am not inventing all this, The 
ten international matches played 
Inst season produced a total of 
twenty-six tries and 128 points all 
told. A jump back of ten years, 
and we find that the figures for’ 
1919-1920 were thirty-six tries and 
130 points. Fifty-one tries * were 
scored in nine matches — Scotland 
and France having “parted brass- 
rags”’—Iin 1918-4, the. last of the 
pre-war eensons. : 

The wing forwards and other 
players of those far off days had not 
developed the arts of stopping and 
spoiling to the point which now 
makes any international game any 
one's game—and Hable to be a dull 
game at that. 5 : 

Some of the scoring at Twicken- 
ham on Saturday called up mem- 
orics One seldom sees 2 goal kick- 
ed from a mark in modern Rugby.

_Says a writer in a Home paper: 

I recently received a letter from 
a. friend in- Australia who tells me. 
that the increases in registration 
recs and in the cost of ofl and petrol 
are. all to the benefit of British car 
sales out there. Petrol prices range 
from ,2s. to 2s, 8d. a gallon, oil is 
8s, 6d.,, and the petrol carrics a 
Td. per gallon tax, My friend 
tells that British radiators appear 
to give some trouble over there, duc 
either to the. mounting or the de- 
sign; he also thinks the cooling area 
is on the amall side for 160 degrecs 
in the sun. He. suggests that the 
possible cause of radiator leaks is 
the springs, which he considers 
should be one leaf stronger for Aus- 
tralia than for Britain. It appears 
that extra leaves are fitted by taxi 
owners and many private motorists, 
and consist of a leaf curved at each 
end around, but clear of, the 
shackles and fitted next to the 
shackled leaf. : 

Another point. he mentions for 
the benefit of British manufactur- 
ers ia that petrol filler-caps aro 
generally too small for the petro} 
pump pipe nozzles which are made 
for American cars. The result of 
this is that’ the garago attendant 
tries’.to force the nozzle into the 
tank and etrains the neck. An 
opening of about two and a half 
inches, one which does not provide 
any leverage for the nozzle, would 
be a benefit. : 

During the past two or three 
years nearly all the new cars have 
been equipped with big-diameter 
hubs. So completely has the big- 
hub idea come into vogue that cars 
“with small hubs look old-fashioned, 
just as cars with emall-section high- 
pressure tyres now look curious in 
these days of ‘semf-balloon ty‘es. 
No doubt this accounts for the 
number of cars one sces fitted with 
Ace aluminium discs.

THE GENERATOR. 


Description and Likely 
, _ Faults. 

Before an audience of 154 people, 
Mr, Mason (technical adviser of 
the Royal Automobile Club) Perth, 
W.A., lectured on the “Generator.” 
Following is a resume of his 
address, 

“We have learned at previous lee- 
tures that if « wire is mado to cut 
sharply across u magnetic field of 
force there will be induced into that 
wire a current of electricity. The 
direction of flow of that current be- 
ing decided by whether the wire 
cut upward or downward through 
the field. If we take oa 
generator = frame (round — pat- 
tern) with two pole pieces, 
it will) be noted that the field 
of force is concentrated in the atea 
between the two pole pieces. In 
the actual generator, permanent 
magnets are not employed to provide 
our pole pieces, but once the iron 
pole pieces have been magnetised 
they will return sufficient magnet- 


“** jam to maintain at all times a weak 


magetic field. If we place a loop 
of wire in that magnetic field and 
cause iL to revolve for half a re- 
volution, the result will be that o 
current of electricity will exist in 
that circuit, flowing into the wire 
cutting upward, and out of the wire 
cutting downward. Let us complete 
the revolution of the loop of wire 
nnd it will be seen that, moving 
downward reaches that part of its 
revolution in which it is passing the 
North pole and cutting upward, the 
direction of the flow of current will 
be reversed, so producing an alter- 
nating current, ‘ ‘ 

“The function of the generator is 
to supply’ the battery with current 
to make up for the loss occasioned 
by the use of the varioua electrical 
contrivances on our car, and ag al- 
ternating current is useless for 
charging a battery; a means must 
be devised to cause the generator to 
produce direct current (that Is, 
current flowing continuously. in one 
direction). To this end, a large 

- number of loops of wire are taken 
round an armature, each end of a 
loop being soldered ‘to a piece of 
copper = This piece of copper is 
called a segment and a number of 
seyments (insulated from each 
other) go to form the commutator 
of an armature. We will now rest 
a stationary carbon brush on cither 
side of our commutator and con- 
necty the two carbon brushes 
through a circuit, As the’ arma- 
ture revolves, the flow of current In 
the loops, the segments: of which 
are in c¢antact with the brushes, 
will pass through the brush circuit 
so providing the direct current we 
require. : 

- Third Brush Regulation. 
“Let us imagine. that we have 

before us a generator with a “third 
brush regulation.” Taking first 
the generator, we see that the two 
wires whose connection to the com- 
mutator segment is shown, form 
part of the main circuit, and as the 
armature is made to vevolye the 
current induced in that loop of 

“wire will = flow—through = the 
Upper main brush—through the 
cut-out to the battery, 80. 
charging the battery. and 
returning via the frame of the car 
to the lower main brush. Slightly 


,to the left of the top main brush |’ 


is another brush, and if we trace 
the connections which emanate 
from that brush we see that wind- 
ings are taken round the pole pleces 
and the circuit {s completed via the 
earthing brush. This cireult 1s 
ealled the “fleld clreuit,’ because it 
governs the strength of the mag- 
netie field of force between the pole 
Pieces, It does 80 in the following 
manner, if 

_ + “Al the loops of wire which ‘go 
to form the armature winding are 
interconnected, and, as the armature 
revolves, some current flows 
through the main circuit, and some 
through the field circuit, That 

“portion which flows through the 

y field clreuit causes the pole pieces to 
‘become stronger or weaker magnets 
according to the amount of current 
flowing. As the amount of current 
in the field circuit increases, and the 


: . the solder .on, the armature" se 
ments and burn away the {nsulati 


| 


breaking ‘this ‘clrcult the battery 
would discharge. itself through the 
generator windings whenover the 
generator was not ae rag a 
higher voltage, A cut odt-is em- 
ployed for this purpose. It con- 
iste of a core (on which two wind- 
ings are wound) and two contact 
points, one of which is stationary, 
und’ the other attached to an arm. 
This arm is pivoted at one end and 
a spring so connected as to hold the 
contract points open under normal 
circumstances. The wire’ which 
conducts the cnrrent from the gen- 
erator is connected to one end of 
both windings, and the other end of 
the Winding which is of a higher 
resistance, is earthed. When the 
yenerator is caused to revolve cur- 
rent flows through this circuit, and 
when the. voltage in the circuit Is 
greater than the battery voltage, 
the cut-out core becomes sufficiently 
magnetised to attract the cut-out 
arm, so closing the points. By the 
closing of the points another circuit 
is provided, and as this circuit has 
a much lower resistance than our 
firat circuit, the majority of the 
current from the ‘generator will flow 
through it, so charging the battery. 
This second circuit can be followed 
through the heavy winding, through 
the arm, through the points, 
through the ammeter and battery, 
and back via the frame of the car 
to the generator. 

“Now let us imagine that the en- 
gine is stopped and of course the 
generator ceases’ to generate. If 
the points remained closed, the bat- 
tery would discharge iteelf through 
the generator, in fact, it does do so, 
but only for a moment. During 
that moment, the direction of flow 
of the current is from the battery 
instead of to the battery, and the 
reversal of the flow of current 
moméntarily neutralises the core of 
the cutut, so permitting the points 
of the cut-out ‘to be opened by the 
apring and the circuit is broken. 


Faults. 

“Tt was emphadised at our lecture 
whieh dealt with 
Your Car’, that the good driver will 
glance at his ammeter every few 
miles. Should he do so and find 
that the needle is not deflected to 
the ‘charge’ side when the engine is 
running and the lights are off, he 
is immediately uware that his 
generator is not! charging 
and knowing that a genern- 
tor which does not generate 
rapidly degenerates, he will 
stop and look for the fault. 
The diagnosing of automobile trou- 
bles requires thought and reason- 
ing. Ifa person understands the 
principle and construction of the 
various parts of a car and one 
of the hundreds of possible faults 
develop, he should simply reason it 
out, ask himself ‘what would cause 
that?’ and having. arrived at the 
conclusion, look for the fault. With 
our generator circuit the likely 
faults can be put undor the follow- 
ing headings:—(1) ‘Broken or faul- 
ty field circuit; (2) broken or faul- 
ly main circuit, which is made up 
of (a) generator armature and 
brushes, (b) cut-out, (ce) battery 
and its terminals, (d) wires which 
connect the sectiona. Should the 
fault manifest by the ammeter in- 
dicating a heavy discharge of cur- 
rent, at dnce disconnect one battery 
lead and then look for the fault. 

The cut-out is usually the most 
accessible part of the generator 
syatem, and it is therefore advisable 
to examine this piece of mechanism 
first. If a heavy discharge is oc- 
curring look if the points are stick- 
ing together, possibly the spring is 
broken. In conclusion, should you 
on any occasion find that your 
generator [s not charging, and you 
are not able to find the fault, re- 
move the brushes from their hold- 
ers, 80 preventing any further 
damage. Then take the generator 
to a good electrician at your first 
opportunity.’”

FUELLING CARS. 


‘Fremantle Man’s 
‘Invention. 


For a number of years efforts 
have been made to run car and 
similar engines on kerosene, and 
though a degree of success has been 
achieved, there have ‘ always been 
serious drawbacks. The greatest 
of these have been excessive carbon 
deposit, overheating, pre-ignition, 
valve burning, smoke and fumes, 
excessive wenr, and spark-plug 
trouble. Also, the idling speed had 
ta be-high, and‘the methods used 
meant complicated and expensive 
fitting.

“It is well known that the heat |: 


generated by an engine is mostly 
wasted, but this apparatus not only 
controls, but converte the surplus 
heat into power. This is accom- 
Plished by the apparatus feeding 
water vapour in conjunction with 
fuel and air to the engine Indepen- 
dent of the carburetter. The 
amount of water, air and fuel so 
admitted is governed by the driver, 
who quickly learns the most suitable 
adjustments for the various condi- 
tions encountered. When traveli- 
ing at high speeds, or down hill 
with throttle closed, an engine js 
very extravagant, but, with the ap- 
paratua in use, continuous high 
speed may be maintained on a small 
consumption of fuel without risk 
of overheating or backfiring. 

“Economising by giving an 
engine more air than it requires is 
very often done and the same effect 
can be obtained by controlling. the 
fuel, supply, which is simple. 
With the Baudainas instrument the 
gas. displaced is replaced by a damp, 
powerful vapour which eliminates 
the disadvantages of running on a 
lean mixture of fuel, whether kero- 
sene or high-grade petrol. On a re- 
cent run’ from Fremantle to Bun- 
bury and return, a. six cylinder 22 
hp. Cleveland car with seven pas- 
sengers on board averaged 36 m.p.h. 
and 30 m.p.g. Kerosene was used 
for the whole journey, and five gal- 
lons of water were consumed 
through the instrument, No water 
was added to the radiator. This 
was not a pre-arranged test and 
3.060 miles had been previously run 
on kerosene without anything being 
done to the engine, not even the 
cleaning of a spark plug, which Js 
evidence of. good combustion. A 
5-ton high-speed commercial vehicle 
has just completed. a 6,000-milen 
test with the apparatus. The fuel 
used was kerosene which gave 12 
m.p.g. This vehicle before test was 
getting 9 m.p.g. on petrol. 

“An ingenious part of the system 
is a carburetter drainer operated 
‘from the dash. The fuel tap is 
turned to off position, a button 
pulled out, and the carburetter is 
drained into a small tank. This 
tank is automatically drained by 
vacuum. This operation {s' neces- 
sary when the engine has been 
allowed to cool with kerosene in the 
carburetter. After the carburet- 
ter has been drained, the petrol is 
turned on, a button pushed in, and 
the engine is ready to start In the 
usual way. The drainer also ser- 
ves a8 a very efficient alr ° brake, 
making , it possible to. run 
down hill with the engine in gear, 
ignition switched off and throttle 
used as air-brake control, 
Running this way an engine con- 
sumes no fuel, and. there’ is no 
danger of blowing the muffler to 
Pieces, as nothing but cold alr is 
going through the engine. 

“An advantage of the inatallation 
is that it in no - way affects tho 
existing engine ‘layout, and the 
three appliances can be supplied and 
used separately or jn conjunction.”
